.Mtlioiicli tliorc wa.» a Woiiirn'g Student So- 
eicty at McGill before the 1932-33 session, it 
was not until then that women were permitted 
re|)rcsenlation on tlir iinivcr.-i(y'> ^t^llicnl pov- 
erning bofly— and they had been studying here 
since 1884. Back in 1029, Ijic Students' Council 
(men only) had considered an amalgamation of 
the men's and women's Societies, whereby the 
women would have at least one representative 
on tiip rftndcnts' Council. But the report of their 
commitiro was negative. 

Quotinp from tliis rcpoit : "At llic prrscnt 
time tiip policy adoiitcij i< tlial of ipiiorinp tliein 
(tlin wotiirn) as far as tlir .'^tiidrnts' .Sorijty is 
rnniTinrd. and recognizing them in subsidiary 
Fdcictics." In spite of the efforts fur recognition 
on the part: of the women, this state of affairs 
continued until the 1932-33 session, when, with 
the girl who IS now ^Irs. C. ^1. Russel as presi- 
dent, the M.W.S.S. became the McGill Women's 
Union, and co-ods had representation on the 
ftudrnt government at last.

ni)ove, was to consolidate the aefivUies of wo 
men students under one group, and eventually to 
erect a Union building. The former has become 
a reality — but. the home of the Union remains 
within the walls of R.V.C. For its rooms— two 
offices, a lounge, and the President's quarters— 
the Union pays rent to R.V.C. The lounge and 
offices arc furnished by llie Union; the dirstcr- 
field suites, lamps, study tables, and magazines 
of the lounge provide comfort for all members 
of wliidi tlinsc not residing hi R.V.C. receive the 
most benefit. 

President .loan Radley — whose mother was 
president of the M.W.S.S. in 1923— presides over 
the weekly lùxcculive meetings. Each month a 
Round Table Conference is held, at which re- 
presentatives from tiip varioiKs women's clubs, 
societie.s, residence.* and undergraduate .«ncicties 
li.'ivc an opportunity to talk over matters with 
file l'Àeciitivc. The ÀI.W.S.S. president is a mcin- 
i)er of tlic Women's Union executive. 

During the recent war, the Union sponsored 
courses in'A.R.P., First' Aid, Hospital Technic- 
ians, etc.; its peacolinie activities, naturally, 
cover a wider field of activity. Two publications, 
'".Miss .McCiill" and a liandbook for freslicttcs, 
are ijrraiplit out by tlic Union, while such activ- 
ities as Fresbettc Reception, Gen Nights, Social 
."service. Buffet .Suppers, iind P'ashion Parades all 
oripinatc in that small office in the basement of 
R.V.C. 

So it is not by chance that women at McGill 
are recognized to tlic extent lliey arc --ii is l)y 
the efforts of tliose interestpd. Tiie recognition 
will increase or dpcrciise, according to the 
amount of wtnk which each incnibcr of the Wo- 
men's Union-^i.c., caeli co-ed puts into it.

The paintings ot two well-known 
Montreal artists, Louis Muhlstock 
and Eric Goldberg, are now on dis- 
play at the Art Association of Mont- 
real. Their works have been ex- 
hibited in many parts of the world, 
notably in Paris, New York, and 
Berlin. Both artists are widely 
travelled, and Goldberg makes use 
of many themes which he encoun- 
tered on, his Journeys through 
Europe. Muhlstock, on the other 
hand, prefers subjects with a Mont- 
real flavour. 

Eric Goldberg was born in Ber- 
lin in the year 1800. When he was 
sixteen he went to Paris, whore he 
studied under Laurens, Lefebvrc, 
and Robert-Flcury, at the Ecole 
des Beaux-Arts and at the Aca- 
démie Julian. He also studied in 
Berlin under Corinth, and later he 
taught painting in that city. His 
Palestinian b'ackground was ob- 
tained when he was in charge o( an 
arts and crafts school In Jerusalem 
for four years. 

Mr. Goldberfi's paintings seem to 
be flashes from the past, in which 
a particular scene is caught in one 
brief instant, and is represented 
with delicacy and imaglnaton'. Sev- 
eral of his paintings show the people 
of Gaspe at netminding and fish- 
ing, with a great deal of feeling and 
atmosphere. Oaspe Girl is especially 
well done, with much warmth 
sincerity, and beauty. The various 
French, Palestinian, and Spanish 
scenes are represented with intense 
charm, and with a rare sensitivity 

Louis Muhlstock was born at 
Narajow, Gallcia, Poland In the 
year I9D4, and when he was seven 
years old he came to Canada. He 
studied at the Art Association of 
Montreal under William Brymner 
G. Home Russell, and Maurice 
Cullcn, as well as at the Ecole des 
Beaux-Arts at Montreal, but his 
studies were completed in Paris. He 
is a member of the Canadian Group 
of Painters, the Contemporary Arts 
Society, and the Canadian Society 
of Graphic Art. 

Among Muhlslock's Montreal 
scenes on exhibition arc those of 
De Bullion and St. Dominique 
streets, as well as several of Mount 
Royal during spring and autumn 
The realism of bis works seems to 
make It possible to step right into 
one of his paintings and to exper- 
ience his themes which he presents 
m a straight forward manner, with 
vivid colouring. 

Empty Rooms Is a Muhlstock 
painting in which there is a fascin 
ating play ot colour and shadows, 
and which leaves you with the im 
pression of having moved in and 
out ot the empty rooms. Although 
Muhlslock's paintings do include 
such interiors, as well as land 
scapes, city scenes, and buildings, 
he coitstantly returns to people for 



his subjects, and In his character 
studies, he captures the deep spirit- 
ual element ot human life. 

Also on exhibition are chalk, 
Chinese brush, and sepia drawing 
ot Muhlstock, many of them show- 
ing animals In a simple, but highly 
understanding form. These draw- 
ings also include many character 
studies to which Mublst<;ck con- 
stantly returns because of his in- 
terest in people. 



After completing a lecture tour 
in California, a noted American 
author once said: ". . . perhaps it 
Is due to the invigorating climate, 
but the behaviour of Californians 
is different from that of other Am- 
ericans) . . . and we have to accept 
them as they are." To those who 
found William Saroyan's "The 
Beautiful People" unintelligible last 
Friday night, this statement might 
serve as an explanation for both 
the playwright and his characters. 

Among those who claim to under- 
stand Saroyan, however, there will 
be some who would object to the 
treatment the dW'ector gave to the 
play. By presenting it as a comedy, 
they would argue, much of the 
meaning and the message the au- 
thor intended to convey to his 
audience is lost. To this argument 
one might well ask: "What mean- 
ing and what message?" 

"The Beautiful People" Is one ot 
those rare plays which can be pre 
sented effectively in several ways, 
and the interpretation given to It 
by director Elmer Hall Is as good 
as any other that we are likely to 
see. The proof of this is that the 
performance of the play on Friday 
night was entirely credible.
